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THE FAMILY OF FRANCES (TOUGH) (CHESTER)(SMITH) STEBBING 
WIFE OF EDWARD STEBBING, OF HARTFORD, CONNECTICUT 


Part I

Frances Tough was the daughter of Ralph Tough of 
Burrough (or Burrow)-on-the-Hill, co. Leicester, Eng- 
land, for whom see Part II of the present article, 
written by Mrs. Florence E. Skillington of Leicester, 
England. Frances Tough was probably born about 1595-97 
at Burrough-on-the-Hill, but since the existing Regis- 
ters of that parish do not begin until 1612 and there 
are no Archdeacon's Transcripts for the period, it is 
not possible to ascertain the date of her baptism. She 
died at Hartford, Conn., between 12 Nov. 1673 (the date 
of the codicil to her will) and 23 Dec. 1673 (the date 
of the inventory of her estate). 

Frances Tough went to London as a young woman, and 
was married first, at the Church of St. Anne's Black- 
friars, London, 26 Nov. 1617, to a fellow-native of 
Leicestershire, Sampson Chester, citizen and merchant 
tailor of London, who was born in co. Leicester about 
1592. He was the fourth son of Leonard Chester of Bla- 
by, co. Leicester, gentleman (d. 8 Aug. 1615), and the 
third son of Leonard Chester's second wife, Bridget 
Sharp, daughter of John Sharp of Frisby, co. Leicester. 
Leonard and Bridget Chester decided that their son 
Sampson should be "brought up to trade," and they - 
prenticed him for seven years beginning 13 Oct. 1606 to 
John Gilbert of Holborn, co. Middlesex, citizen and 
merchant tailor of London. After completing his ap- 
prenticeship, Sampson Chester was admitted to the free- 
dom of the Merchant Tailors' Company on 3 July 1615, 
and set himself up in business in the parish of St. 
Anne's Blackfriars, where he married Frances Tough two 
years and four months later. 

The Chesters were a "Visitation" family, and their 
pedigree appears in the Visitation of Leicestershire 

1619 (Harleian Society Publications, vol. Pp. 

ampson and Frances (Tough) Chester were living in Lon- 
don at the time this Visitation was taken, and it was 
recorded therein that Sampson Chester..."Duxit [in mat- 
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rimonium] Fran[ciscam] filliam] Radlulfji Tuffe de Bur- 
rowe in Com' Leic.," that is, he married Frances the 
daughter of Ralph Tuffe [Tough] of Burrowe [Burrough] 
in the County of Leicester. The Visitation pedigree 
was signed by Sampson Chester's brother John, and can 
therefore be accepted as proof of Frances (Tough) Ches- 
ter's parentage. 

Sampson and Frances Chester lived in the parish of 
St. Anne's Blackfriars until early in 1621, and their 
first and second children were christened in that par- 
ish. At some time not long before May 1621 they moved 
across the Thames to Bermondsey, co. Surrey, one of the 
southern suburbs of London. Their third child, John, 
was baptised at St. Mary Magdalen's Church, Bermondsey, 
23 May 1621, as "son of Sampson Chester, a sojourner, 
which shows that the family had only recently arrived 
in Bermondsey. A fourth child was christened at Ber- 
mondsey 5 Nov. 1623, and between that time and February 
1627/8 (when Frances married a second time), Sampson 
Chester evidently died. The record of his burial is 
not to be found in the Bermondsey Registers, which were 
kindly examined by Miss Helen Thacker of London, nor 
could Miss Thacker find any will or administration of 
Sampson Chester in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury, 
the minor London probate courts, or the Archdeaconry 
Court of Surrey. This is strange, because Sampson 
Chester not only came of a good family but, as a citi- 
zen and merchant tailor, was almost surely prosperous. 

Sampson's older brother John Chester, of Blaby, co. 
Leicester, gentleman, who signed the Visitation pedi- 
gree in 1619 and died between 28 July and 15 Oct. 1628 
(the dates of his will and probate), married at Bir- 
stall, co. Leicester, 1 June 1609, Dorothy Hooker, 
daughter of Thomas Hooker of Marefield in the parish 
of Tilton, co. Leicester, and sister of the celebrated 
Rev. Thomas Hooker (1586-1647), founder of Hartford, 
Conn. The career of Mr. Thomas Hooker is too well 
known to be dwelt upon in detail here, yet there are 
certain facts which are pertinent to this article and 
should be stressed. He spent about four years in the 
county of Essex, first as a lecturer at Chelmsford in 
1626 until he was silenced by order of Archbishop Laud, 
then from 1627 to 1630 he and Mr. John Eliot (later to 
be known as the "apostle to the Indians" in Massachu- 
setts) taught school at Little Baddow. Hooker spent 
the years 1630-1633 in Holland, principally at Delft 
and Rotterdam. Returning to England in the summer of 
1633, he and his wife and children sailed for New Eng- 
land in July of that year on the ship Griffin, which 
arrived at Boston on if September, "having been eight. 
weeks from the Downs. Besides Hooker and his family, 
this ship brought Rev. John Cotton, Rev. Samuel Stone, 
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Atherton Hough, and "about 200 passengers in all," the 
names of most of whom are not known |Col. Charles E. 
sit oe Planters of the Commonwealth, Boston, 1930, 
p. 105). 

Although it is not certain that they came on the 
Griffin, it seems probable that Mr. Hooker's companions 
included his sister, Mrs. Dorothy (Hooker) Chester, and 
her son Leonard Chester, who are known to have come to 
New England at some time in 1633. When Mr. Hooker mov- 
ed on from Massachusetts Bay to the Connecticut Valley 
in 1635, his sister and nephew were among those who ac- 
companied him. Mrs. Dorothy (Hooker) Chester remained 
at Hartford with her brother, and died there in 1662. 
Her son Leonard Chester, however, settled in Wethers- 
field, where he died 11 Dec. 1648, aged 38, and leaving 
issue by his wife Mary Wade. it should be noted that 
the article by Edward Strong, M.D., "The Genealogy of 
the Chester Family," New England Hist. and Gen. Regis- 
ter, vol. 22, p. 338, is Incomplete, and that an excel- 
lent, detailed and accurate account of the family is 
the book by Robert Edmond Chester-Waters, Genealogical 
Notes of the Families of Chester of Blaby, Leicester- 
shire, and Chester of Wethersfield, Connecticut, Leices- 
ter, 1886. This work not only contains pedigrees of 
the Chester family in England, but also abstracts of 
wills and extracts from English Parish Registers, in- 
cluding those of St. Anne's Blackfriars and St. Mary 
Magdalen's, Bermondsey, which pertain to the Sampson 
Chester family. Material on Sampson and Frances (Tough) 
Chester and their children will be found on pages 3 
and 7. 

It may be well to note here in connection with the 
Hookers that the Devonshire ancestry attributed to Rev. 
Thomas Hooker and his sisters Mrs. Alcock and Mrs. 
Chester in Edward Hooker, The Descendants of Rev. Thom- 
as Hooker, Rochester, N.Y., 1909, pe Xi, 18 wrong, and 
that the correct Leicestershire ancestry is ably set 
forth by Frances Ida Schureman Judd in the Detroit So- 


ciety for Genealogical Research Magazine, vol. 5 (Oct. 
pages 


To return to Frances (Tough) Chester. She married 
second, at Bermondsey, 25 Feb. 1627/8, Thomas Smith. 
Nothing more has been discovered about this man. Miss 
Thacker was unable to find any record of his burial at 
Bermondsey, or any record of will or administration in 
the appropriate probate courts. He must have died at 
the latest in the early part of 1629. 

Frances (Tough) (Chester) Smith married third, prob- 
ably in 1629, Edward Stebbing. This marriage did not 
take place at Bermondsey, and there is no record of it 
in the Boyd Marriage Index at the Society of Genealo- 
gists in London. The surname Stebbing or Stebbins is 
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found chiefly in Essex, and there is reason to believe 
that Edward Stebbing came from that county. The late 
C. A. Hoppin (who loved mysteries) confided in a whis- 
per to Dr. Arthur Adams that Edward Stebbing was a na- 
tive of either Black Notley or White Notley, co. Essex, 
but the present writer has not yet been able to follow 
up this clue. Rowland Stebbing or Stebbins, very pos- 
sibly a relative of Edward, was baptised at Bocking, 
co. Essex, a few miles north of Black and White Notley, 
on 5 Nov. 1592, and was married at Bocking 30 Nov. 1618 
to Sarah Whiting. Rowland Stebbing, his wife Sarah and 
their children, migrated to New England in 1634 and 
settled at Springfield, Mass. 

It seems likely that Edward Stebbing may have become 
acquainted with Mr. Thomas Hooker during the latter's 
years of work in Essex, and may have been indoctrinated 
by Hooker's Puritanism. It is even possible that Hook- 
er may have introduced Edward Stebbing to the twice- 
widowed Frances (Tough) (Chester) Smith, who was Hook- 
er's sister's sister-in-law. 

The place where Edward and Frances Stebbing lived 
following their marriage, and where their daughters 
Mary and Elizabeth were born and baptised, also remains 
to be discovered. They did not live in Bermondsey, for 
the baptisms of the two children do not appear in the 
Registers of that parish. Perhaps they were in London, 
perhaps in Essex, or just possibly they may have fol- 
lowed Mr. Hooker to Holland. 

Edward Stebbing came to New England before 29 Mar. 
1632, and settled at "New Town" (later Cambridge) in 
Massachusetts Bay Colony. On the date cited, he was 
listed as one of the inhabitants of New Town who agreed 
to the setting up of common pales [Lucius R. Paige, 
History of Cambridge, Mass., Boston, 1877, p. 11]. The 
career of Edward Stebbing in New England is set forth 
in detail in R. S. and R. L. Greenlee, The Stebbins 
Genealogy, Chicago, 1904, vol. 2, pp. 1005-1. Whether 
he brought his wife and children with him is not known, 
but it is possible that Frances and her two little 
Stebbing daughters remained in England for a while, and 
followed Edward at a later date. Frances's youngest 
Chester child, Abigail, was buried at Bermondsey 8 
Sept. 1636, and perhaps Frances did not come to America 
until after that event. 

Meanwhile, Edward Stebbing embarked on an active ca- 
reer in the New World. His dwelling house in Cambridge 
was at the southwest corner of Water (later Dunster) 
Street and Braintree or Harvard Street (later Massachu- 
setts Avenue); that is, he lived on what is now Harvard 
Square, opposite the Yard [Paige, op. cit., xv, xvii]. 
Mr. Thomas Hooker (who called Edward "my cousin Steb- 
bings") arrived in Cambridge in 1633, and he and Edward 
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took the oath of ning ec at the same time, and were 
made freemen 14 May 1034. Edward served as Deputy from 
Cambridge to the General Court of Massachusetts Bay 
Colony in 1635. On 2 May 1636, he sold his house and 
some land in Cambridge to Nicholas Danforth, and in the 
summer of that year he migrated with Mr. Hooker to the 
new settlement at Hartford on the Connecticut River. 

He was a distinguished and useful citizen of Hart- 
ford, serving as Deacon of the Church fromthe time of 
the first settlement or very shortly thereafter until 
his death in 1668. He was a Deputy from Hartford to 
the Connecticut General Assembly at twenty-one regular 
sessions (Apr. mag Apr. 1640, Feb. 1640/1, Apr. 1641, 
Sept. 1641, Nov. 1641, May 1648, May 1649, Sept. 1649, 
May 1650, Sept. 1650, May 1651, Sept. 1651, May 1652, 
July 1653, Sept. 1653, Sept. 1654, May 1655, Oct. 1655, 
May 1656, Oct. 1656: see Donald Lines Jacobus, List of 
Officials of Connecticut and New tiaven Colonies, New 
Haven, 1935, p. 51). He also served as juror in 1639 
and 1643, as selectman in 16,7, and as collector of 
funds raised by order of the General Court for the stu- 
dents of Cambridge [later Harvard] College in 1645. He 
was frequently appointed to take inventory of estates 
of deceased persons, and on 21 Apr. 1649 he and Nathan- 
iel Ward took the inventory of the estate of his friend, 
patron, and wife's first husband's brother-in-law, Rev. 
Thomas Hooker. When Mrs. Dorothy (Hooker) Chester died, 
letters of administration on her estate were granted on 
6 June 1662 to Edward Stebbing. 

Editha Stebbing or Stebbins, a younger sister of Ed- 
ward, either accompanied or followed him to New England, 
and was married there three times, (1) about 1637 to 
Robert Day, born about 1604, who died at Hartford be- 
tween 20 May and 1 Oct. 1648, by whom she had four 
children; (2) to John Maynard, who died at Hartford be- 
tween 23 Jan. and 24 Feb. 1657/8; and (3) soon after 
Maynard's death, to Elizure Holyoke, who died at Spring- 
field, Mass., 6 Feb. 1675/6. Editha survived all her 
husbands and died at Springfield 24 Oct. 1688. Excel- 
lent accounts of her, her husbands and children appear 
in Lonald Lines Jacobus and Edgar Francis Waterman, 
Hale, House and Related Families, Hartford, 1952, pp. 
509-11, 

Edward ne died at Hartford, probably not long 
before 19 Aug. 1668, when the inventory of his estate 
was taken. His will is printed verbatim in the Steb- 
bins Genealogy, 2:1010-11, and an abstract of it ap- 
pears in Charios William Manwaring, Early Connecticut 
Probate Records, vol. 1 (Hartford District, 1635-1700), 
p- O37. The will was dated 2k Aug. 1663, some five 
years before his death. He bequeathed most of his es- 
tate to his wife Frances, for her natural life. The 
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second item in the will is important, for it reads, "I 
bequeath unto our beloved son John Chester, £40." Gen- 
erous provision was made for a number of grandchildren, 
including Joseph, Benjamin, Mary and Joanna Gaylord, 
who were designated "my son Gayler's children," as well 
as John and Samuel Wilson, Edward Cadwell, and "my 
Daughter Cadwell's [other] children." The testator 
specifically ordered that John Wilson and Mary Gaylord 
should be with their grandmother, "to help her." An- 
other clause states that "I give & bequeath unto the 4 
children of my Deare Sister Holyoke" 40s. apiece, John's 
bequest to be paid him at the age of 21. This of course 
referred to the four Day children of Edward Stebbing's 
sister Editha (Stebbing) (Day) (Maynard) Holyoke, and 
attention should be drawn to a slip which mars the ab- 
stract of Edward Stebbing's will in Manwaring [correct- 
ed however in vol. 3, pe ix], where by error "Daughter 
Holyoke" was printed instead of "Sister Holyoke." The 
testator appointed his wife executrix, and Mr. Samuel 
Wyllys, his brother Elizur Holyoke, Lt. [Thomas] Bull 
and Lt. Robert Webster executors, and gave them 50s. 
apiece for their pains. 

Finally, there is a somewhat mysterious clause, "I 
give to Richard Weller 20s., haveing formerly delivered 
into his hand about £30 for the benefitt of his chil- 
dren." The meaning of this has still to be explored, 
but it looks as if Edward Stebbing were related in some 
way to Richard Weller's deceased wife, Ann Wilson, who 
married Weller at Windsor, Conn., 17 Sept. 1640, and 
died there 10 July 1655, leaving Weller with six moth- 
erless children [see "Weller Notes," ante, vol. 26, p. 
248]. The will was signed in full by Edward Stebbing 
and witnessed by Elizur Holyoke; proved 3 Sept. 1668. 
The inventory was taken 19 Aug. 16068 by Elizur Holyoke, 
John Allyn, ‘thomas Bull and James eS and it amount- 
ed to the large sum for those days of 4039-02-00. 

The will of Mrs. Frances Stebbing of Hartford, which 
she signed with the mark FS, was dated 20 May 1670, and 
is printed verbatim in the Stebbing Genealogy, 2:1012- 
14, and an abstract appears in Manwaring, op. cit., p. 
238. She called herself a widow, "aged and weak of 
body." To her dear and beloved son, Mr. John Chester, 
"now living in or neere unto London in old England," 
she left "the full and just sum" of £24, or, if he were 
deceased, this sum was bequeathed to his wife and his 
two sons John and Sampson in equal portions. To her 
four grandchildren, Thomas, William, Matthew and Mary 
Cadwell, £4 apiece, "to be paid into the hands of my 
son Thomas Cadwell." "To my daughter Cadwell, all my 
wearing apparell." ‘She made Lt. Thomas Bull and James 
Ensign her executors. The witness was Thomas Bull. 
Mrs. Stebbing made a codicil to this will on 12 Nov. 
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1673, which she signed with an X mark. In this codi- 
cil, she devised some land to her grandchildren Thomas, 
William, Mary, Matthew and Abigail Cadwell, gave only 
"my wearing goone" to her daughter Cadwell, and ordered 
the rest of her clothing to be divided between the wife 
of John Wilson, Mary Day and Mary Cadwell. Her hus- 
band's cloak she bequeathed to John Wilson, and she 
gave 40s. to Mr. John Whiting [pastor of the First 
Church at Hartford, 1663-70, and of the Second Church 
there, 1670-89}. The inventory of her estate was taken 
23 Dec. 1673, amounting to £82-11-02. The will was 
proved at Hartford, 20 Jan. 1673/4. 

From the point of view of genealogical clues, the 
most significant bequests in both wills were those to 
Mr. John Chester in England. Although the Stebbins 
Genealogy and other commentators on the Stebbing family 

ave suggested that Chester was a son-in-law, the hus- 
band of a Stebbing girl, a careful reading of the wills 
shows that this was not the case. Edward Stebbing 
called Mr. John Chester “our son," and Mrs. Frances 
Stebbing called him "my dear and beloved son," and men- 
tioned his wife and children only as remainder-portion- 
ers. These clues led to the investigation of the Ches- 
ter family and the discovery of the marriage of Samp- 
son Chester to Frances Tough in London in 1617. Since 
Mrs. Frances Stebbing had a grandson named Sampson 
Chester, this led to the unravelling of the whole prob- 
lem. The present writer should here acknowledge the 
continued encouragement given him by Professor George 
E. McCracken, F.A.S.G., in this unravelling. 

Another genealogical clue in the wills, to which at- 
tention was drawn by Jacobus and Waterman, Hale, House, 
p- 511, is the "Mary Day" to whom clothing was left in 
Mrs. Stebbing's codicil of 1673. Most of Mrs. Steb- 
bing's legatees were her grandchildren, and "Mary Day" 
was coupled in the codicil with the wife of John Wil- 
son (a grandson) and Mary Cadwell (a granddaughter). 
This leads one to think that Mary Day must have been a 
grandchild too, doubtless the Mary Gaylord whom Edward 
Stebbing ordered in his will in 1063 to "be a help to" 
her grandmother. Jacobus and Waterman show that John@ 
Day, youngest of the four children of Robert! and Edi- 
tha (Stebbing) Day, had an unidentified first wife 
named Mary. One is drawn to the conclusion that John 
Day married his first cousin once removed, Mary Gay- 
lord. 

Children of Frances (Tough) (Chester) (Smith) Steb- 
bing, (a) by the first marriage: 


i. Margaret Chester, bap. at St. Anne's Blackfriars, Lon- 
don, 28 Oct. 1618. 
ii. Joanna Chester, bap. at St. Anne's Blackfriars, Lon- 
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don, 21 Jan. 1619/20. 

iii. John Chester, bap. at St. Mary Magdalen's, Bermondsey, 
co. Surrey, 23 May 1621; d. at Guildford, co. Sur- 
rey, in May 1696. He was a legatee in the will of 
his uncle John Chester of Blaby, co. Leicester (hus- 
band of Derothy Hooker), which was dated 28 July 

. 1628, It said "...My wife is also to pay b6-13-), 
every year at Michaelmas to Jchn Chester, son of my 
brother Sampson Chester deceased, until my son Leon- 
ard attains the age of 2) years....but if Leonard 
dies without issue before the age of 21, then the 
person to whom my land shall come is to pay to the 
said John Chester 410 a year during his life." 

There is a brief biography of John Chester in A. 
G. Matthews, Calamy Revised, Oxford: Clarendon Press, 
193k, pp. 113=Ih, where it is stated that he was son 
of Sampson Chester of London, merchant, and Frances, 
daughter of Ralph Tough of Barrow-upon-Soar,. The 
domicile of the maternal grandfather is wrong; Ralph 
Tough lived at Burrough-on-the-Hill. Matthews also 
says there is no record of John Chester's college or 
of the date of his ordination to the ministry. But 
according to John and J. A, Venn, Alumni Cantabrigi- 
enses (Part I), vol. 1, p. 330, two men named John 
Chester attended Cambridge University in the 16)0's. 
The first of these matriculated as fellow-commoner 
from St. Catharine's Hall, Michaelmas 161. The 
second, "of Sussex," was admitted pensioner at 
Queen's College 25 Nov. 1647. The Venns identify 
the latter with our John Chester; but it seems far 
more likely that our John, born in 1621, would have 
entered Cambridge in 161 than in Nov. 1647, for at 
the latter date he would have been past 26 and very 
unusually old for an undergraduate at that period. 
There are no records of degrees conferred on either 
John Chester, but during the disturbed period of the 
Civil War university records were poorly kept. 

Our John Chester was a Puritan, probably as ardent 
as his stepfather Edward Stebbing. He was appointed 
Rector of Witherley, co. Leicester (the county of 
his ancestors) before 1651, but the date when he 
commenced his ministry there is not known. Wither- 
ley "was reckoned the most wicked Town in all the 
country...but by Mr. Chester's industry in preach- 
ing, catechizing, and daily visiting from house to 
house, several ((of the inhabitants’) were brought 
to a considerable knowledge of religion, and dis- 
covered a great sense of piety" (John Nichols, The 
History and Antiquities of the County of Leicester, 
vol. = pt. 2, Sparkenhoe Hundred, p. I010, footnote 


S). Mr. Chester applied to the Wirksworth Classis, 
co. Derby, for ordination as a Presbyterian minister 
on 21 Feb. 1653/h, although he must long since have 
had episcopal ordination. He was a friend of Col. 
Edward Harley, one of the Parliamentary colonels, 
and invited Harley's wife and daughter to svend the 
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summer of 1651 with him and his family at Witherley. 
As might have been expected, Mr. Chester was prompt- 
ly ejected from the living of Witherley after the 
Restoration of Charles II in 1660. His successor, 
William Bucknall, an Episcopalian and supporter of 
the King, was instituted Rector of Witherley 10 Aug. 
1666. Mr. Chester wrote lengthy lamentations about 
his treatment, saying that he had been accused (prob- 
ably with reason) of being "against infant baptism 
and against the King." He then moved to London and 
preached at Christ Church until August 1662. He re- 
ceived £40 in the will of his stepfather Edward Steb- 
bing, dated 2 Aug. 1663. 

He was again in London during the Great Plague of 
1665, when he preached "Damnation to the Wicked," 
which was said to be "a great comfort to his hear- 
ers." He was preaching at the Globe Abbey in South- 
wark, co. Surrey, in 1669. In the will of his moth- 
er, Mrs. Frances Stebbing, dated 20 May 1670, he re- 
ceived 42) and was said to be "now living in or neere 
unto London," and Southwark is just across the river 
from the capital. He was licensed as a Presbyterian 
preacher in Maiden Lane, St. Saviour's parish, South- 
wark, on 13 April 1672. In 1676, it was noted that 
"he preached chiefly in a meeting house in Gravel 
Lane near St. George's Fields, Southwark, and was 
very popular with the Non-conformists there." In 
1690 he retired to the house of his son John, a 
physician in Guildford, Surrey, and there he died 
in May 1696. Letters of administration were granted 
25 May 1696 to his son John, and the inventory of 
his estate amounted to 4407. The name of his wife 
is not known. 

Children (only ones known): 

1. John, b. (say 1650), perhaps the John Chester 
admitted pensioner at St. Catherine's Hall, 
Cambridge, March 1666/7 (Alumni Cantabri 
ienses, loc. cit.). He was named In the 
Will of his grandmother Mrs. Frances Steb- 
bing in 1670, and was later a physician at 
Guildford, co. Surrey, and his father lived 
with him, 1690-96, 

2. Sampson, b. (say 1652), was apprenticed by 
his father to Richard Butler, citizen and 
merchant tailor of London, for seven years 
beginning in May 1669, but this apprentice- 
ship was evidently terminated before the | 
end of the term. He was also named in the 
will of his grandmother Mrs. Frances Steb- 
bing in 1670, and it was he who was chosen 
by the family to go to New England and col- 
lect the legacies. Mrs. Stebbing died in 
1673, when Sampson Chester must have been 
about 21 and presumably adventurous. He © 
was certainly in Connecticut by 1675, for 
he served in King Philip's War as a trooper 
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(Rev. George M, Bodge, Soldiers in Kin 
Philip's War, 3d edition, Boston, 19506, p. 
83; shore Fe is listed among the Troopers 
belonging to Capt. Davis). By 1679 he was

One of the earliest and most prosperous was Richard 

Le who was admitted to the freedom of Leicester in 
1516/17 and died shortly afterwards. He is described 
as a merchant and his possessions included a quite no- 
table wardrobe and a set of silver spoons. In his will 
he enumerates his clothes, but does not name his wife. 
His unborn child seems to have yap the William Tough 
who took up his freedom in 1545/6 and who was active in 
Leicester until 1552. 

Richard had a brother William, who was probably the 
William Tough who witnessed grants of land in Rothley 
in 1511 and 1518. This William Tough of Rothiey (for 
convenience I designate him I) was a tenant in chief in 
the manor of Rothley in 1510. He may have been married 
to the Agnes whose son, William II, was admitted to the 
manor in 1525.

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With William II we are on surer ground. It may be 
deduced from the suit of 1560 that he married first 
Margaret, by whom he had a son, William III; for his 
second wife he took Joanna, the plaintiff in the case, 
who was possibly the mother of Thomas I. Mr. R. M. 
Gard, B.A., assistant archivist at Leicester Museum, to 
whom I am much indebted for checking these points, says: 
"Margaret seems to have died before the lease to Judde, 
1542, but after the Statute of Uses, 1536. If William 
Tough junr. [III of our pedigree] enfeoffed Cornicius 
Gee, this must have been after 154), assignment of the 
lease, and in this case William Tough senr. [II of our 
pedigree] died between 1542 and 1544. It is a pity 
that there is no further proceeding in the Court Book 
and that no copy of any deeds or inquisitions referred 
to remains. There is a remarkable absence of factual 
detail—dates of marriage, death, wills—and unfortu- 
nately no judgment is given." 

Thomas Tough I was admitted to the manor on 28th 
August 1560. If we are correct in believing that he 
was the son of William II and Joanna, the two Thomas 
Toughs (of whom he was almost certainly one) that were 
parties to the Mountsorrel Tower Lands transaction in 
1567 cannot be father and son. Thomas Tough I died at 
Mountsorrel in 1586. His eldest son, Thomas II, was of 
age; the other three children were not. Their mother, 


Susan Tough, died in 1592 and Ralph's name appears in 
the Court Rolls for the first time in 1593. He is, I 
think, the Ralph who figures as churchwarden at Bur- 
rough in 1612. Thomas Tough II died in 1619; none of 
his daughters was called Frances. 


Editor's Note, The above concludes Mrs. Skilling- 
ton’ts excellent summary of the English records which 
relate to the Tough pedigree [a tough pedigree indeed! ] 
with the exception of a final brief paragraph which we 
omit in order to make the following more extensive ob- 
servations. Mr. Coddington has shown that Frances 
Tough, daughter of Ralph, named a daughter Joanna Ches- 
ter, and also that her daughter Mary (Stebbing) Gaylord 
named a daughter Joanna. That accords with the conclu- 
sion that Ralph's father Thomas I may have been the son 
of Joanna, and the conclusion would be reinforced if 
the name Joanna occurs in the intervening generations. 
Passing over the fact that Ralph had a sister Jeane, 
whose name may or may not be intended for a variant of 
Joan or Joanna, it seems quite possible that the Joane 
Tough who married Thomas Hoye at Burrough-on-the-Hill 
in 1632 may have been a daughter of Ralph and sister 
of Frances. Although Frances married in 1617, fifteen 
years earlier, it will be observed that if Joane was 
five years older at marriage than Frances was, she need

be but a decade younger than Frances. In short, the 
two girls could easily enough be sisters, either of the 
whole or the half blood (for we know nothing of Ralph's 
wife or wives), and in that case Joane could have been 
named for Ralph's grandmother, and the appearance of 
the name in the line of Frances would be explained. As 
Ralph was a minor in 1586, but apparently of age by 
1593, we may guess his date of birth as not far from 
1570, which would make him about 47 when Frances mar- 
ried and about 62 when Joane married. Such suggested 
dates and ages seem to be entirely in harmony.

o distinct lordships or manors of Burrow occur in 


Domesday Book....one, held under the honor of Tamworth, 
was very early the property of the Stockton family (la- 
ter known as Burrough of Burrough); the other was held 
by the family of Beler under the preceptory of the Dal- 
by-in-the-Wolds belonging to the Knights of the Hospi- 
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tal of St. John of Jerusalem. In the early fifteenth 
century the local headquarters of the Knights was moved 
from Dalby to Rothley. The Order of Knights was dis- 
solved in 1540. Towards the end of its existence, sev- 
eral members of the family of Babington of Dethick, co. 
Derby, belonged to the Order, and one of them, Sir John 
Babington, was a senior officer (he went by the delici- 
ous title of Turcopilier) and administrator of the Or- 
der's lands in Leicestershire. After Thomas Cromwell 
dissolved the Order, one of Sir John's brothers, Hum- 
phrey Babington, was in possession of a long lease of 
lands and messuages in Rothley that still had some 25 
years to run. At the end of this period, Humphrey's 
son, Thomas Babington, bought this and much other prop- 
erty appertaining to Rothley and its Soke. Since Roth- 
ley was the local headquarters, and Burrough one of the 
dependent manors, of the Knights Hospitallers, there 
must have been a steady traffic between Burrough and 
Rothley for many years. This was intensified by the 
marriages between the Burroughs of Burrough and the 
Babingtons of Rothley shown on the table below. There 
was good reason, therefore, for Ralph Tough, member of 
a Rothley family, to move to Burrough. Mountsorrel, 
where Ralph's father Thomas Tough I lived, was not a 
parish in the seventeenth century, but was divided be- 
tween the parishes of Rothley and Quorndon.

Tiatthew Babington married thrice; his second marriage, to Mrs. 
Priscilla Creswell, took place at Burrough on 1 Sept. 1607. She 
was almost certainly related to Joan (Creswell) Burrough. His 
third wife, Margaret Burrough, who survived him, was probably the 
daughter of the Rev. Erasmus Burrough, rector of Burrough. 

Mary Babington is not mentioned in Thomas's will as a daughter 
but that would not have been necessary if she was already married 
and had received her portion, At the time of his death (1567), 
Thomas Pabington had an unmarried sister, Mary, daughter of their 
father Humphrey. She might be the lady who married Sir John Bur- 
rough, but Nichols calls her daughter of Thomas.

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THE WIFE OF CYRENIUS? NEWCOMB 
By Paul W. Prindle, B,S., of New York, N.Y. 


According to B. M. Newcomb, Andrew Newcomb and His 
Descendants (1923, edition,, Cyrenius> Newcomb 

omas4, Simon}, Andrew“, Andrewl), born at Lebanon, 
Conn., 6 Apr. 1721, married "Sarah (perhaps Smith or 
Kinner)." Of their eight children, the first, Deborah, 
married and had children not named, and the last, Solo- 
mon, died unmarried. The other six children were: 


1. Elizabeth Newcomb, b. 1747, m. Isaac Hollister, 
and named one of her sons, born 13 Jan. 1783, Kinner 
Hollister. 

2. Cyrenius Newcomb, b. 15 Jan. 1749 at Little Nine 
Partners, Dutchess Co., N.Y.; m. Jane Morris. Among 
their ten children were: James Smith Newcomb, b. 21 
Oct. 1773; Kinner Newcomb, b. 15 June 1777; Smith New- 
comb, b. 5 May 1789; and Hiram Kinner Newcomb, b. 12 
Mar. 1799. 

3. Sarah Newcomb, b. in Dutchess County 2 Mar. 1752, 
m. Nehemiah Mead and had fifteen children including: 
Smith Mead, b. 12 Apr. 1787; Nancy Mead, b. 15 Feb. 
1778, who m. Heman Wilcox and had a son Kinner N. Wil- 
cox, b. 28 Aug. 1802; and Newcomb Mead, b. 12 Nov. 1775, 
who named a son, b. 20 July 1808, Smith Mead. 

4. Simon Newcomb, b. at Nine Partners 30 Nov. 1753, 
married twice and had nine children, none named Kinner 
or Smith. 

5. Kinner Newcomb, b. 17 Aug. 1756, married and had 
two children, one of whom, Platt Newcomb, b. 1 Nov. 
1785, m. Ruth Scribner and had five children, of whom 
‘oe first, Kinner Scribner Newcomb, was born 8 Feb. 
1611. 

6. Keziah Newcomb, b. 7 Nov. 1758 at Pleasant Val- 
ley, Dutchess Co., N.Y., m. Rev. John ary and had 
twelve children, none named Kinner or Smith. The sec- 
ond son was named Samuel K. Dodge, whose second given 
name may have been Kinner. 


Possibly the compiler of the family history learned 
of some tradition among descendants that the wife of 
Cyrenius Newcomb was a "Smith or Kinner," or his sug- 
gestion may have been based on the appearance of these 
names in the family as shown above. Notes on a Smith 
family of Salisbury, Conn., and Dutchess County, N.Y. 
{ante, 30:112-11),] show that Sarah daughter of John and 
Elizabeth (Kinner) Smith was born at East Haddam, Conn., 
15 July 1723, that she had a brother John Kinner Smith, 
and that the name Kinner Smith appears at least twice 
among the descendants of her’ brother James Smith. 
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It is further shown that this John Smith and members 
of his family settled in Salisbury, Conn., moving later 
into Dutchess County, N.Y¥., and that the first rchase 
deed of John Smith in Salisbury on 3 Jan. 1742/3 was 
witnessed by Cyrenius Newcomb and [his father) Thomas 
Newcomb. Cyrenius shortly moved also to Dutchess Coun- 
ty and died in the French and Indian War [see Muster 
Roll of Men Rais'd in ye County of Dutchess, 1 May 1760, 
where Cyrenius Newcomb is listed as born in Connecticut 
and aged 39, Report of the State Historian, New York, 
1897, Ceionial 2:557)1. 

This Sarah Smith was the right age to be wife of Cy- 
renius Nevcomb, and both her daughter Elizabeth and her 
son Kinner would be named in honor of her mother, Eliz- 
abeth (Kinner) Smith. The locality is right, and ac- 
quaintance of the families proved by Cyrenius Newcomb 
witnessing the deed of John Smith in Salisbury. The 
frequent appearance of the names Smith and Kinner among 
the immediate descendants of Cyrenius Newcomb consti- 
tutes circumstantial evidence of the highest order, and 
makes the identity of his wife Sarah a moral certainty. 


JOSEPH SMITH OF LYME, CONN. 
By Donald Lines Jacobus, F.A.S.G. 


In connection with the family of John Smith of East 
Haddam and Salisbury, Conn. [ante, 30:112-114, 213-214], 
there is a possibility that he may have been a brother 
or relative of a Joseph Smith of East Haddam and Lyme. 
Several descendants of both men are extremely desirous 
of ascertaining their origin, and we are stating here 
briefly what little is known of Joseph Smith and his 
immediate family. Joseph Smith had seven children re- 
corded in a group at Lyme, of whom the first and last 
were born at Lyme, while the five intermediate children 
are entered as having been born in East Haddam: 

1. Elisha, b. 28 May 1721. 
2. Benjamin, b. 17 Apr. 1723. 
e Margaret, b. 22 May 1725. 
- John, b. 12 June 1/727. 
- Jesse, b. 2 Sept. 1729. 
- Deborah, b. 7 Apr. 1731. 
7. Joseph, b. 29 Oct. 1733. 

On 29 Dec. 1725, Joseph Smith of Haddam "east side" 
bought for £30 from William Spencer, Sr., 15 acres; and 
he sold the same land, now with a house on it, 2) Dec. 
1730, for £80, to Joseph Cone; Margaret Smith signed 
the conveyance with him. [East Haddam Deeds, 2:16, 
302.) Since he was already of East Haddam when he pur- 
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chased, and had had two children born there, it would 
seem that he first lived in some other household, sug- 
gesting that he had relatives in East Haddam. John 
Smith married Elizabeth Kinner.in 1707, some thirteen 
years before Joseph married, ani could have been a much 
older brother. This John named a son Joseph; and our 
Joseph named a son John; names so common, however, that 
they are not necessarily significant. Neither John nor 
Joseph has been identified as belonging to earlier fan- 
ilies of Smith in the neighborhood of East Haddam or 
Lyme. 

Joseph Smith married Margaret Brockway. This is 
proved by a number of records. On 10 Apr. 1732, Edward 
Brockway and Joseph and Margaret Smith, all of Lyme, 
conveyed to "our brother" Ephraim Brockway of Lyme, a 
right from their "honoured Father" Mr. Wolston Brock- 
way. On 21 Jan. 1734/5, Samuel Brockway of Branford, 
Edward Brockway, Ephraim Brockway, Joseph Smith and 
Margaret his wife, and Stephen Champion and Deborah his 
wife, all of Lyme, sold land together. [Lyme Deeds, 
5:67, 273.) 

No probate has been found for Joseph Smith, but he 
may have died before 1745 when Margaret was living with 
her daughter Margaret in Branford. No exhaustive study 
of the children has been made, but records consulted 
reveal the following details. 


1. Elisha Smith, b. 28 May 1721; m. at Colchester, 
Conn., 29 Nov. 1739, Elizabeth Brown, b. at Colchester 
16 Nov. 1720, daughter of Samuel and Priscilla (Kent) 
Brown. He was of Guilford, Conn., 19 Aug. 1746, when 
he sold land there to [his brother-in-law] Samuel Brock- 
way, Jr., of Branford [Guilford Deeds, 7:75]. At the 
Fourth Church, Guilford, Elisha and Elizabeth had three 
children baptized: Priscilla and Samuel on 31 Mar. 
1745, and Elizabeth, 3 May 1747. At Greens Farms, Fair 
field [now Westport] they had a son William baptized 
11 June 1749. Elisha was called of Fairfield when ho 
bought land in Branford, 1751, and he had four children 
baptized there: Ebenezer, 1751, Tryphena, 1753, Sim- 
eon, 1756, and Rhoda, 1759. He bought more land in 
Branford, one piece in 1757 from John Smith [his broth- 
er); and sold all his Branford land in 1759. According 
to his son Simeon's pension papers, he was later of 
Washington, Berkshire Co., Mass. 

2. Benjamin Smith, b. 17 Apr. 1723, had deeds in 
Branford, but by 1761 was of New Haven. He has not 
been traced further. A Benjamin and Anna Smith had 
sons Seymour and Matthew baptized at the Fourth Church, 
Guilford, 28 June 1752. A Seymour Smith died at New 
Haven, 3 Sept. 1830 aged 78; the age corresponds, but 
the identity has not been established. 
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3. Margaret Smith, b. 22 May 1725. She undoubtedly 
married her first cousin, Samuel Brockway, Jr., of 
Branford. Records of the First Church of Branford show 
that "Margret Smith & Margret Brockway" were admitted 
to membership on 1 Sept. 174.5. Samuel Brockway was "of 
Guiiford lately of Branford" in 1749 when he bought a 
small acreage with a hvwuse in Guilford, which he sold 
in 1751; and in 1749, being "of Guilford," he bought an 
acreage in Farmington, Conn., where he soon after set- 
tled. In 1758 he was of Waterbury, Conn., and that 
year brought suit against his wife for divorce. He 
stated that he married "Margaret Smith" on 1 Nov. 173 
or 1744. There was a great deal of testimony, as some 
believed Margaret to be mentally "distracted." One of 
the witnesses referred to Margaret's mother as having 
lived with Samuel and Margaret Brockway for two or three 
years after their marriage. The divorce was granted. 

4. John Smith, b. 12 June 1727. Deeds in Branford 
show that he was at one time of Canterbury, Conn. No 
attempt has been made to trace him. 

S. Jesse Smith, b. 2 Sept. 1729. Administration on 
the estate of Jesse Smith of Branford was granted to a 
creditor on 20 Jan. 1756 [Guilford Probate, 6:319]). No 
further entry in either the files or record books. As 
there is no mention of a widow, it is doubtful that he 
was married. 

6. Deborah Smith, b. 7 Apr. 1731; m. at Branford, 
17 Jan. 1750/1, John Whitney, b. at Stratfield, Conn., 
17 Jan. 1719/20, d. at Branford, 29 Mar. 1805. They 
had eight children, two of whom bore the names of Jo- 
seph and Margaret egg after her parents. In the 
Whitney Family (1878) by 8. Whitney Phoenix, 1:32, 88- 
30, thts Fanity is given, and it is stated that Deborah 
was born in New Haven but the date is not stated. She 
was certainly born in East Haddam, lived in childhood 
in Lyme, and later was of Branford. Since the state- 
ment of New Haven birth was probably obtained prior to 
1878 from grandchildren then living, the present writer 
believes they may have been misled by the knowledge 
that she and they had relatives in New Haven, which 
would be the case if one or more of her brothers set- 
tled in New Haven. 

7- Joseph, b. 29 Oct. 1733. The writer suggests 
that he may be the unidentified Joseph Smith [New Haven 
Genes logical Magazine, 7:1661] who lived in New Haven 
an 8 y, Conn., and whose gravestone in Harwinton, 
Conn., states that he died 22 Nov. 1799 aged 67, an age 
which accords closely enough. By his first wife, Eu- 
nice Thomas, he had eight children. One was named 
Jesse, perhaps in memory of the older brother who died 
in young manhood. 


THE CHURCH AND GRANT FAMILIES 
OF PHILADELPHIA AND VICINITY

The Church and Grant families, each appearing for 
the first time in Philadelphia records in the year 17, 
were progenitors of Mary Church (1735-1810) who married 
Robert Levers (ca. ig gal at Christ Church, Phila- 
delphia, on 3 January 1756. Neither fanily belonged to 
the Society of Friends or, so far as known, had connec- 
tion with the Church and Grant families of New England. 
The data here presented is largely from manuscript 
sources; unless otherwise stated, the churches are in 
Philadelphia and transcripts of the registers are in 
the Collections of the Genealogical Society of Pennsyl- 
vania. Wills and deeds, however, are cited from the 
originals in the respective court houses and not from 
the transcripts. 


A. The Church Family 


1. Edward! Church, one of three brothers, would ap- 
pear from the dates of marriages of his children to 
have been the eldest, though he was certainly the last 
to die. Whence he came is unknown, but he was certain- 
ly of age in 1702 and it is highly probable that he was 
born in England before but not much before the year 
a since he was last reported as living as late as 
1769. 

On 30 lmo. 1702, Edward Church, cordwainer, of the 
City of Philadelphia, bought from John Guest, Esq., of 
Philadelphia, a lot 16 feet, 4 inches by 100 feet, bor- 
dering on Front Street to the east, subject to a yearly 
rental of £, payable to Guest, but on 7 Feb. 1706/7 he 
sold this lot to William Trent, merchant, of the City 
of Philadelphia [Deeds E-3, vol. 6, p. 163]. On the 
preceding day (6 12mo. 1706/7) he had bought from John 
Crapp, of Philadelphia, a messuage on a lot of 20 feet 
frontage on the east side of Front Street, 80 feet deep 
to a cartway under the bank of the Delaware, lately 
called King Street, for £175 [ibid., p. 113], but no 
record of the sale of this property has been found. On 
31 May 1719 he bought of John Pidgeon, merchant, of 
Philadelphia, a wharf property in two parcels, 12 and 
26 feet wide, which had originally been granted to Rob- 
ert Turner, merchant, of Philadelphia, by William Penn, 
and had descended through Turner's daughter and her 
husband, John Pidgeon, merchant, of Philadelphia, both 
being deceased parents of the grantor. By endorsement 
of this deed on 20 Dec. 1722, Edward Church sold the 
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property to Charles Moone for £ [ibid., I-1ll, p. 248, 
recorded 16 Apr. 1773]. Again, on ©5 Mar. 1721, Edward 
Church, yeoman, of the City of Philadelphia, bought for 
£150 a messuage and plantation in or near the Township 
of Roxburow, on the east side of a small run at the Ger 
mantown line, 150 acres in all, from John Vandervoosten, 

eoman, of Philadelphia County, and Abigail, his wife 

ibid., H-16, p. 402, recorded 1763]. This property 
had been sold to the Vandervoostens by Benjamin Morgan, 
and was sold again by Edward Church, of the City of 
Philadelphia, and his wife Mary, on 3 Jan. 1723/4, to 
Amalie ——- and Benjamin Morgan, of Roxborough Town- 
ship, for £145, the Churches having held the property 
for nearly three years and then sold it for a loss of 
£5 (ibid., H-16, 42u). 

In eight wills executed in Philadelphia (one of them 
not probated there), Edward Church is named executor: 
(a) will of Henry Carter, 5 Oct. 1708 (Edward Church 
and Susanna Carter, executors, sold property in this 
estate on 4 Aug. 1709, ibid., E-6, vol. 7> Pe 42, the 
only instance in which Edward Church sold Philadelphia 
County property as executor); (b) will of Mary Goff, 
widow, 30 July 1710; (c) will of Christopher Church, 
saddler, dated 10 Nov. 1710, naming as heirs and execu- 
tors testator's brothers, Edward Church and John Church, 
both cordwainers of Philadelphia—see below; (d) nuncu- 
pative will of Christopher Davisson, 25 Jan. 1711/12; 
(e) will of Thomas Tresse, 30 Apr. 171); (f) will of 
Christian DuCastle, widow, 27 Sept. 1714; (g) will of 
William Thomas, mariner, 12 Jan. 1718/19; and (h) will 
of Samuel Shephard, yeoman, dated 1, Feb. 1720/1, pro- 
bated 20 Mar. 1720/1 [Philadelphia Wills, D-182]). 

This will of Samuel Shephard names both Edward Church 
and John Church as executors. It devises the property 
to the wife Ann and, in the event that Ann proved to be 
then pregnant and the child lived, the two were to 
share, one-third for the widow, two-thirds for the 
child. If, however, there were no child or the child 
died, then the child's two-thirds were to be given e- 
qually "to three of my cousins, John Church, son of 
John Church, and Rebecca and Solace, two youngest daugh- 
ters of Edward Church." Edward Church's occupation is 
given as cordwainer in the first four wills above; in 
the fifth he is called a Baptist deacon, while his oc- 
cupation is not mentioned in the others. 

The precise relationship between the Churches and 
the Shephards is not clear and no further light is 
thrown on the Shephards by other Philadelphia wills. 
Since Samuel Shephard was childless but with a wife 
still young enough to bear children, he must be placed, 
I think, in the same generation as the Church brothers. 
Edward Church did not marry a Shephard, yet both broth- 
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ers were equally related to Samuel Shephard. I suggest 
that Ann Shephard could have been a sister of the broth 
ers Church, but if so, the name Ann was not thereafter 
used in the Church family for many years, and there 
were at least two men named Samuel Church and one Shep- 
hard Church. 

(May the Editor make a tentative suggestion? It 
would seem more probable that Shephard would deprive 
his wife of part of his estate for the benefit of his 
own blood relatives than that he would do so for the 
benefit of relatives of his wife. If Samuel Shephard 
were a younger half-brother of the Church brothers, the 
three contingent legatees would indeed be his "cousins" 
or, as we should express it, a nephew and two nieces. 
This would explain the later appearance of the name 
Samuel in the Church family; Shephard Church was son of 
the very John Church who was one of the contingent leg- 
atees and hence could have had the name given to him in 
memory of John's half-uncle despite the absence of 
Shephard blood descent. But while plausible, this of 
course may not be the actual solution of the problem. ] 

In the Roxborough deed of 172) Edward Church's wife 
is called Mary. She was most probably the married wom- 
an Mary Church mentioned as testator's sister in the 
will of Richard Tillbram, of the Borough of Bristol, 
Bucks County, Pa., dated 18 6mo. 1732, probated 5 Jan. 
1732/3, which also mentions Richard's "cousin" William 
and William's unnamed son, as well as Jonathan Church, 
another son of the sister Mary Church. As Williamé 
Church had married in 1731 and had a young son who died 
in 1734, the known facts of Edward Church's family fit 
perfectly into the details given by the will of Richard 
Tillbram. A woman named Mary Church was a witness in 
173 to the Philadelphia will of Mary Davies (see below 
in the sketch on John! Church). 

Following the sale of the Roxborough Township farm 
in 1724, references to Edward Church cease to appear in 
Philadelphia records save for one item only: when Ed- 
ward's nephew John@ Church gave a mortgage on 3 Apr. 
1749 (see below, no. 9), the property description al- 
ludes to proximity to other property "in the tenure of 
Edward Church." As will be shown in a moment, the prob- 
ability is that after 172) Edward Church removed from 
Philadelphia to Cape May County, New Jersey. The 1749 
allusion to him in Philadelphia is therefore something 
of a problem. The words may, however, be merely copied 
in toto from the description in John Church's original 
deed, but the fact that Edward's wife Mary was obvious- 
ly in position to witness a will at Philadelphia in 
1734 suggests that the move to New Jersey, if one was 
made, was not immediate, or from time to time the 
Churches came back to Philadelphia. As will be shown 
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later (see no. 2), Edward's brother Christopher did re- 
side in Cape May County from 1711 until his death in 
1729. Thus, it is natural to identify the Edward Church 
of Philadelphia with the Edward Church of Cape May Coun- 
ty, recorded as follows: On 26 May 172k Edward Church 
is listed among creditors of the estate of Charles Rob- 
inson (N.J. Calendar of Wills, 1:390], after which 
there 1s a gap of twenty-four years during which Edward 
Church is not of record in Cape May. On 30 Nov. 1748, 
however, he is a witness in Cape May County to the will 
of George Hand, Jr. [ibid., 2:218]; on 18 Nov. 1756 he 
makes an inventory in an estate in that county, for 
which estate he is also bondsman on 1 Dec. 1756 {ibid., 
3:143]; he is grantor to Aaron Leaming on 8 May 1765, 
as Leaming states in his will [ibid., 5:300, actual 
deed not found recorded at Trenton]; on a tax list of 
ratables for Lower Precinct, Cape May County, in 1768, 
shi ngs |Genea Bs 8 Magazine of New Jersey, 2:63], 
but is not ona s ar Lit for 1751; and, finally, on 
31 Dec. 1769, when he must have been almost ninety at 
the very least, he witnesses the will of William Flower 
(N.J. Calendar of Wills, 4:15). 

No deeds of Edward Church have been found recorded 
at Trenton and no record of probate in any southeast- 
ern county in Pennsylvania or in New Jersey. Ina fol- 
der deposited in the Library of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Revolution, filed under Rob- 
ert Levers, the claim is made that the paternal grand- 
mother of Robert Levers' wife, i.e. "Mrs. M. Church," 
died in England in 1758. No supporting document is 
cited, and application for her evidence to the member 
who filed the folder has not been answered.

Joseph, 178). 


2. Christopher! Church, saddler, was of Philadel- 
phia on 10 Nov. 1710 when, using a printed form, he ex- 
ecuted (by mark) a will which named his brothers Edward 
Church and John Church, both cordwainers of Philadel- 
phia, as both heirs and executors. Since neither wife 
nor child is mentioned, he was obviously then unmarried. 
The will was probated, not in Philadelphia County where 
executed, but in Cape May County, New Jersey, on 26 
Feb. 1729/30, and is extant (1952) in the Office of the 
Clerk of the Superior Court, Trenton. The testimony 
proving the will was given in Philadelphia on 26 Feb. 
1729/30 by John Cadwalader, one of the witnesses, and 
in New Jersey on k June 1730 by John Church, one of the 
executors named, and in the absence of the other execu- 
tor, though the two brothers did not specifically waive 
their right to serve. Instead, Else Church filed a 
bond as administratrix, with Nathaniel Jenkins and 
George Hand as fellow bondsmen, on ly July 1729. On 
16 June .1730, Alice Church, now wife of John Flower, of 
Cape May County, filed her final accounting, listing 
sums paid for the support of the testator's children 
and to his widow, and the children are listed. Alice 
signed by mark in each case, the mark being a capital 
A. No record of any of her marriages has been found. 

Her second husband may have been the John Flower, 
yeoman, of Cape May County, who died intestate, letters 
of administration being granted to William Flower, 
Gent., on 16 Jan. 1764 [Cal., 4:145]. Alice's son Si- 
las named in his will of 1761 his "father" Joseph Page, 
who cannot have been his father-in-law, and it is pos- 
sible that Alice, widow of both Christopher Church and 
John Flower, had, before 1761, married, thirdly, Joseph 
Page. Page's will dated Fairfield, Cumberland County, 
N.J., 1 Feb. 1766, probated 12 June 1767, fails to men- 
tion a wife or any member of the Church family. If 
Alice married this Joseph Page, and died before him, 
then the John Flower who died about 176, was not her 
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second husband, as Joseph Page was already "father" of 
Silas Church in 1761. 

No reference to Christopher Church appears in any 
Philadelphia records; that he was ever there is indi- 
cated solely vy his own statement in his will later 
probated in New Jersey. In Cape May County wills he 
appears, in one minor capacity or another, twelve times 
between 1 Sept. 1711 and his death in 1729 [Cal., 1:69, 
118, 120, 122, 208, 264, 342, 399, 4543 221633 5:225, 
300). His residence was in Middle Precinct [ibid., 5: 
225). He was commissioned Justice of the Peace on 
May 1721 [Pubs. Gen. Soc. of Pa., 8:142], and was an 
Pg member of the first Baptist church oe county 

L. T. Stevens, History of Cape May County (Cape May 
City, 1897), p. 70]. fas earmark is recorded in Liber 
A of the County Records on 8 Aug. 1711 and again in 
May 1713 (Stillwell, op. cit., 1:06]. No deeds were 
found in Trenton.

3. John! Church, cordwainer, was of Philadelphia in 
1710 when named heir and executor of his brother Chris- 
topher. In 1721, as we have seen, he was named execu- 
tor and father of an heir in the will of Samuel Shep- 
hard, but in this will his occupation is not stated. 
The following Philadelphia deeds pertain to hinf: On 2 
Mar. 1714/15, William Aubrey, London, Kingdom of Great 
Britain, merchant, and wife Letitia, Daniel Wharely, 
Chalfont St. Gyles, Co. Bucks, Great Britain, Gent., 
Henry Gouldney, London, linen draper, and James Logan, 
City of Philadelphia, Gent., all of whom were trustees 
for William Penn's daughter Letitia, wife of William 
Aubrey (above), conveyed to John Church, City of Phila- 
delphia, cordwainer, a plot 32 1/2 by 80 feet, situated 
on the north side of High [now Market] Street, between 
Front and Second Streets, consideration being £65 and 
a yearly rent of 1/4. This lot was bounded on the east 
by a lot "now in the tenure of Edward Church" [Phila- 
delphia Deeds, G-2, p. 252]. On 2 Dec. 1724, Joseph 
Yard, Burlington County, N.J., bricklayer, and wife Su- 
sanna, conveyed to Mary Yard, City of Philadelphia, 
widow, a lot fronting on Letitia Court, 20 by 27 feet, 
bounded on the south by John Church's house Libia., 


D-14, pe 41). An endorsement of this deed states (p. 
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44) that John Church received £53 from John Kearsley, 
practitioner of physick, and Andrew Bradford, station- 
er, for the property on Letitia Court which he had 
bought from Mary Yard, widow, for £38. 

This is undoubtedly the John Church, occupation not 
stated, who on 30 Dec. 1726 married by license at the 
First Presbyterian Church, Philadelphia, Jannet Falk. 
That this was a second marriage for John Church is made 
clear by the fact that he already had a son John born 
before 1721 (see Samuel Shephard's will). Moreover, 
the younger John was called half-brother of Robert 
Church, son of Jannet Church, when Robert died in 1751. 
Also, when the father died, as we shall see, in 170, 
he named his son John an executor. Were this son also 
son of Jannet, he could hardly have been of age to 
serve. But it was also a second marriage for Jannet. 
No record of her first marriage to Falk has been found, 
nor any record of his demise. That she was not born 
Falk, however, is made clear by a conveyance [Philadel- 
phia Deeds, I-1, p. 48] in which William Davies, City 
of Philadelphia, carpenter, and his wife Mary, are 
grantors, and Janett Church, relict of John Church, de- 
ceased, is grantee, the date being 18 Aug. 1748. The 
deed shows that on 10 Mar. 1720, James Logan and wife 
Sarah had conveyed to Edmond Davies two lots on the 
north side of Chestnut Street, 55 by 178 feet, subject 
to a yearly ground rent of £8. Edmond Davies, tallow 
chandler, dying seized of these lots, bequeathed in a 
will dated 2 Feb. 1720/1, probated 29 Mar. 1728 [E-77], 
all his estate to his wife Mary. Her will, dated 11 
Mar. 1734/5, probated 1 Apr. 1735 [E-322], devised the 
lots to her daughters, Mary Davies and Janett Church, 
and appointed her sons-in-law, John Church and William 
Davies as executors (witnesses: John Church, Mary 
Church, i.e. wife of Edward, and John Roberts). The 
deed under discussion apportions the lot between the 
two sisters: Janett Church is to pay £20 to William 
Davies and wife Mary, and accepts six small lots formed 
by cutting up the rear of the original lots, these fac- 
ing on Sixth Street (the site is opposite Independence 
Hall). A clue to Mary Davies is provided by the will 
of Thomas Morris, Upper Merion, Philadelphia County, 

eoman, dated 1 Feb. 1726/7, probated 15 Mar. 1726/7 
Tg-2h], which mentions among many others a niece Mary 
Davies but names no Mary Davies as a sister. 

Thus far all the records giving the occupation of 
this John Church call him cordwainer, but he is undoubt- 
edly the fisherman who dated his will on 17 July 170, 
probated 3 Oct. 1740 (F-171]. Testator is John Church, 
of Letitia Court, City of Philadelphia, fisherman, and 
his wife is named Jennet Church. There is a building 
on the property called "the shop" and a tenement where 
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Noel Ladna now lives. Anong the properties bequeathed 
is an unusual item, a chocolate mill. John Church is 
described as testator's oldest son, and he is to re- 
ceive lots and tenements situate in Letitia Court "ac- 
cording to deeds of the second of March, 171," a phrase 
which proves the identity of the cordwainer and fisher- 
man. Also mentioned are "the three youngest children 
by my said wife, viz: Robert. William and Mary, £20 to 
each as Robert and William arrive at 21 years of age 
and the same to Mary when she arrives at the age of 18." 
"If more is due by law of the £100 bequeathed to my 
daughter Rhoda, lately deceased, by her grandmother, 
Mary Davies," then this is to be divided equally among 
the three children. Trustees are to be friends George 
Fitzwater and William Rawle, both of the City of Phila- 
delphia, gentlemen; executors: wife Jennet Church and 
son John Church; witnesses: Arent Lasset, Jeremiah War- 
der, Robert Jones. 

Jennet Church, widow, of the Township of Concord, 
County of Chester, Pa., dated her will on 15 Feb. 1778, 
probated 27 Sept. 1785 [Philadelphia Wills, T-203], ex- 
ecutors: two loving friends, Dr. Moor and Joseph Moor, 
of the City of Philadelphia; witnesses: John Burnett, 
David Baldwin. The heirs are to be the three grand- 
children, Mary Church, William Church, and Elizabeth 
Church, "children of my son William Church, deceased, 
of the City of Philadelphia." The property includes 
houses, tenements and lots of land at the corner of 
Sixth and Chestnut Streets, Philadelphia, and elsewhere. 
The division is to be when grandson William arrives at 
the age of 21 years, and meanwhile the income is to be 
used for bringing up and educating the said grandchil- 
dren.

William Church is called "cousin" in the will of his 
maternal uncle, Richard Tillbram, dated 18 6mo.

Except for the 
baptism of his daughter and the burial of his son, no 
further record has been found of him in either Pennsyl- 
vania or New Jersey unless he was, as seems unlikely, 
the William Church who witnessed the will of Elisha 
Stanborough, of Newark, Essex Co., N.J., on 1 June 1750 
{Cal., 2:451]). If he removed to England and died there 
he left his wife and daughter in Philadelphia. The 
wife was probably the Elizabeth Church who was buried 
from Christ Church, Philadelphia, on 11 Aug. 1756, and 
therefore is probably not the woman of the same name 
who was admitted to the First Baptist Church, Philadel- 
phia, in the same year.

Among the persons whom he 
names in his will is a sister Solice or Solus—in the 
original the spelling is doubtful—Johnston, identifi- 
able with Solace, youngest daughter of the deacon. Jo- 
seph Church was councilman of the Borough of Bristol in 
1748, 1750, 1755, 1760-65, and perhaps other years 
(William Bache, Historical Sketches of Bristol Borough 
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(Bristol, 1853), p. 37]. Edward and Joseph Church wit- 
nessed the will of Enion William, of Bristol, on 19 
lmo. 1780, probated 17 lmo. 1783 in Bucks County. The 
will of Joseph Church, Borough of Bristol, dated 1 llmo. 
1784, probated 7 lmo. 1785, appoints his son Edward as 
executor; names his son Joseph; daughter Ann, wife of 
John Hutchinson; Sarah, wife of Edward Church; a grand- 
daughter Rebeckah Church; and testator's sister Solace, 
as we have seen.

Te Nathan@ Church, second child and eldest son of 
Christopher! Church and his wife Alice, was born after

He was probably the man named Church 
who had been the husband of Lydia Shaw, daughter of 
Richard Shaw, of Cape May County, whose will dated 10 
Sept. 1772 mentions other sons-in-law as if living but 
not Lydia's husband [Cal., 5:458]. He may have been

9. John® Church, eldest son of John! Church by his 
unknown first wife, was born before 1721 and was of age 
when appointed executor of his father's will in 170. 
He was first a cooper and then a wharf builder. On 24 
Jan. 1745/6 Joseph Wharton, City of Philadelphia, coop- 
er, and wife Hannah, conveyed to John Church, cooper, 
for £129/4/-, a lot 36 by 108 feet on the north side of 
Christian Street in Wiccaco Township [Philadelphia 
Deeds, H-16, p. 281]. On 1h Dec. 1747, William Annis, 
mariner, and wife Susanne, conveyed to John Church for 
£150 a lot on the east side of Water Street in the 
southern part of the city, 16 1/2 feet wide and running 
back to the Delaware [ibid., p. 276]. On 1 Nov. 1748, 
Susanne Annis, City of Philadelphia, widow of William 
Annis, mariner, deceased, and Abraham Mason, City of 
Philadelphia, sailmaker, brother of Susanne, conveyed 
to John Church, City of Philadelphia, cooper, for £150, 
a lot on the east side of Water Street near the south- 
ern boundary of the city, with a frontage of 20 feet 
and running back to the Lelaware [ibid., p. 272]. On 
3 Apr. 1749, John Church, City of Philadelphia, cooper, 
gave a mortgage to Oswald Peel, obligating himself for 
£300 conditioned upon payment of £150 to Peel, the se- 
curity being Church's lot in Letitia Court between Mar- 
ket Street and Black Horse Alley, property bounded on 
the east by ground in the tenure of Edward Church, with 
two messuages [ibid., G-10, p. 445]. The mortgage was 
satisfied on 20 Jan. 1753. On 20 Dec. 1752, Thomas 
Stewart, City of Philadelphia, and wife Hannah, convey- 
ed to John Church, City of Philadelphia, wharf builder, 
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a house and lot on Society Hill near Wiccaco, 16 1/2 by 
80 feet, which Stewart and Church had bought jointly at 
a sheriff's sale. Stewart sells his half interest for 
£200. On 7 Sept. 1752, Benjamin Loxley, City of Phila- 
delphia, house carpenter, and wife Catherine, conveyed 
to John Church, City of Philadelphia, wharf builder, 
for £137, a half interest in a tract of marshland, 15 
acres, in Moyamencing Township north of Hay Creek [H- 
19, pe 160: the will mentions this as of Greenwich]. 

On 5 May 1762, William Brown, City of Philadelphia, 
merchant, and wife Susanne, conveyed to John Church for 
£100 part of an island in the Delaware opposite Pine 
Street, Philadelphia [D-26, p. 286]. There was a wind- 
mill on the island, which had been sold by the adminis- 
trators of John Harding to George Allen, shipwright, on 
1 June 1749, and by Allen to Brown on 1 2mo. 1760. This 
was the last purchase of Jo Church. 

He dated his will on 8 Sept. 1762, probated 23 Sept. 
1762 (M-350], giving his occupation as wharf builder, 
and naming his wife Mary who was then possibly expec- 
tant, as well as four sons, his brother William, his 
sister Mary McCall. The executors were to be the wife 
Mary and Joseph Watkins Jr. 

The marriage to Mary Davis took place at Swedes' 
Church on 28 Apr. 1752. She died aged 71, and was bur- 
ied 4 Sept. 1798, leaving a will dated 2) June 1790, 
probated 8 Sept. 1798 [Y-1].

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RICHARD! PLATT, OF WARE, CO. HERTFORD, ENGLAND, 
AND MILFORD, CONNECTICUT 


By John Insley Coddington, F.A.S.G., of Washington, °.C. 


Thanks to the researches of the Misses Freda Podmore 
and Helen Thacker, of London, records have recently 
been discovered in England which shed much light on the 
family background of one of the founding settlers of 
Milford, Connecticut, Deacon Richard] Platt. These 
records correct some erroneous statements that have 
been made about the birthplace and parentage of this 
man, and they will be of interest to his many descend- 
ants, who include four Fellows of the American Society 
of Genealogists, Miss Rosalie Fellows Bailey, Mr. Don- 
ald Lines Jacobus, Dr. Herbert Furman Seversmith, and 
the present writer. 

Richard! Platt was baptised at Ware, co. Hertford, 
England, on 6 May 1604, and died at Milford, Conn., 
shortly before 13 Feb. 1684/5, when the inventory of 
his estate was taken. He was the third of the five 
children of George Platt of Ware, tailor, by Mary his 
wife (whose maiden surname has not yet been found), 
and grandson of Simon Platt of Ware, also a tailor, by 
Elizabeth his wife. 

Ware, the market town in which Richard Platt was 
born and grew up, is a place of some importance in 
eastern Hertfordshire, and it was a hotbed of Puritan- 
ism in the early seventeenth century. The famous Rev. 
Charles Chauncey (later to become President of Harvard 
College) was presented to the living of Ware on 27 Feb. 
1627 by Trinity College, Cambridge, which had the ad- 
vowson, and he held this position until 16 Oct. 1633, 
so during +his period Platt must have been deeply in- 
fluenced by Mr. Chauncey's preaching. A curiosity in 
the town was the "Great Bed of Ware," kept in the inn 
called the Saracen's Head, which measured twelve feet 
square, built of oak and elaborately carved. It was 
mentioned by Sir Toby Belch in Shakespeare's Twelfth 
Night, act iii, scene 2 (see Robert Clutterbuck, His- 


ory and Antiquities of the County of Hertford, vol. 
» PP. 285, 
Richard Platt was married at Roydon, co. Essex (a 


village four miles southeast of Ware, just across the 
Essex-Hertfordshire boundary) on 26 Jan. 1628/9 to Ma- 
ry Wood, who was baptised at Roydon on 10 Nov. 1605, 
daughter of John Wood of Roydon, yeoman. The eldest 
child of Richard and Mary (Wood) Platt, named Mary af- 
ter the mother, was evidently born in the Wood family 
home and was baptised at Roydon on 11 Nov. 1629 as 
“Mary daughter of Richard Platt of Ware." The next 
four children, John, Isaac, Samuel and Sarah, were bap- 
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tised at Ware; the four youngest children, Epenetus, 
Hannah, Josiah and Joseph, were born after the family 
came to America and settled at Milford. Richard and 
Mary (Wood) Platt disposed of their houses and lands at 
Ware by a final concord signed at Westminster on 25 
April 14 Charles I (1638). They may have stayed in or 
near London for some months after this while awaiting 
passage to New England, and it is possible that their 
son Samuel died at this time or during the Atlantic 
crossing. The Platt family came to America in the lat- 
ter half of 1638 or the first half of 1639, for they 
were in New Haven by August 1639, and on 22 Aug. 1639 
Richard Platt was one of the 66 men who formed them- 
selves into a church society at New Haven, under the 
leadership of the Rev. Peter Prudden, which group later 
settled in the new plantation of Milford. 

It is proposed to divide the remainder of this ar- 
ticle into three parts. First, the newly-discovered 
evidence concerning Richard Platt's family in England 
will be presented; secondly, there will be a discussion 
of the previously held views about him; and thirdly, 
there will be brief pedigrees of the Platt and Wood 
families in the usual form. 


Probate Records 


[Note: Although three Platt wills were found, be- 
longing to the grandfather, grandmother, and father of 
Richard Platt, only one will of a member of the Wood 
family of Roydon was discovered, that of Rev. John Wood, 
brother of Mary (Wood) Platt. The earlier members of 
the Wood family of Roydon apparently made no wills and 
there is no record of administrations. ]

Theories Previously Held about Richard Platt's Origin 


The Library of the New York Genealogical and Bio- 
graphical Society contains a splendid work by the late 
Alrick H. Man,"The Descendants of Richard+ Platt, A 
Founder of New Haven and of Milford, Connecticut, With 
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A Brief Account of his English Ancestry" (4 vols., type- 
written). This is the most extensive of several ac- 
counts of the Platt family. Mention should also be 
made of Rev. G. Lewis Plait, S.T.D., The Platt Line 
(New York, 1891), in which Chapter 
deals with "Valuable English Data," and contains ref- 
erences to English Platts of the seventeenth century, 
some of whom belonged to the Hertfordshire family. 
There is also a section on a branch of the Richard 
Platt family in Donald Lines Jacobus, Families of Old 
Fairfield, Connecticut; a great deal of valuable data 
may be found on Milford branches in the manuscript vol- 
umes of the late George Clarke Bryant in the Library of 
the New Haven Colony Historical Society; and Dr. Herbert 
Furman Seversmith expects to devote a section of his 
great work, Colonial Families of Long Island and Connec- 
ticut, to the Platt family. 

Alirick H. Man explains in vol. l, pp. 5, 6 and 8 of 
his work the background of the search for Richard 
Platt's birthplace and parentage. Professor Johnson T. 
Platt wrote to Mr. Man on 13 Nov. 1889 that he had giv- 
en some attention to the history of the Platt family 
and had every reason to believe that Richard came from 
Hertfordshire. Prof. Platt said in part: "The late 
Mr. Edward R. Lambert, who wrote a history of New Haven 
Colony and lived at Milford, is said to have visited 
England and found the following record at Bovingdon 
church or chapel near Hertford: 'Richard Platt, son of 
Joseph Platt, was baptised Sept. 28, 1603.'" Mr. Man 
continues, "The expression 'is said' is significant, as 
Mr. Lambert's book was published in 1838 and is silent 
on the subject, and the hearsay statement was voiced 
half a century later by Prof. Johnson T. Platt only. 
The circumstantial date corresponds perfectly with what 
we know of Richard and his Hertfordshire descent. On 
the other hand, the name attributed to his father seems 
a natural product of tradition in Milford, where Joseph, 
Richard's son, was the ancestor of a prolific branch 
and his name has descended with distinction through 
many generations, both in his line and in that of his 
brother Josiah. On Nov. 23, 1889, Prof. Platt wrote 
again: 'The parochial records of Bovingdon only date 
from 1680, but I think we shall be able to make the 
descent out. Many or several of Richard's associates 
came from the neighborhood of Bovingdon.' Prof. Platt 
died Jan. 23, 1890...." "The name Joseph Platt nowhere 
appears in English records. Some repetitions of the 
traditional record, including Atwater's History of the 
New Haven Colony, p. 650, say that Richard, bap. 1603, 
was the son of ‘John of Bovingdon' thus indicating that 
Prof. Platt's hearsay version may have differed from 
what Mr. Lambert told others." 


. 
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Rev. G. Lewis Platt, in the Platt Lineage, p. 13, 
makes the cautious statement that "We have reason to 
think that he |Richard! Platt] was born in the same 
year that Queen Elizabeth died, if the following state- 
ment really applies to him: ‘Richard Platt, son of Jo- 
ssph Platt, was baptised Sept. 28, 1603.' This is claim- 
ed as an extract from the parish records of Bovingdon, 
a village near Hertford, England. There are more Rich- 
ards than one...." 

The quotation’s from Alrick H. Man and G. Lewis Platt 
show that neither of these gentlemen was convinced that 
the purported extract from the Parish Kegisters of Bo- 
vingdon was genuine, and even if genuine, they were not 
sure that the extract applied to Richard Platt the New 
England settler. It is a pity that their caution was 
not always followed by later genealogists. 

The extant Parish Registers of Bovingdon actually 
begin in 1674 (not 1680 as stated by Prof. Johnson T. 
Platt in his letter to Mr. Man), but the earlier rec- 
ords were lost before 1812, for in the Parliamentary 
inquiry of that year it appears that the Bovingdon Reg- 
isters commence in 1674. There are Archdeacon's Tran- 
scripts (now preserved in the County Record Office at 
Hertford and personally examined by the present writer 
in 1937) for the years 1609-10, Oct. 1617-O0ct. 1613, 
Oct. 1620-Oct. 1621, Oct. 1621-0ct. 1622, Oct. 1622- 
Oct. 1627, Oct. 162 -Oct. 1630, Oct. 1631-0ct. 1640. 
They contain not a site Platt entry. 

It would seem, therefore, that some unscrupulous 
record searcher in the mid-nineteenth century invented 
the baptism of Richard Platt, son of Joseph Platt, at 
Bovingdon in 1603, and passed on this spurious informa- 
tion to Mr. Edward R. Lambert and Professor Johnson T. 
Platt. 

Another theory of origin, distinct from the Boving- 
don one, has gained some adherents in recent years, 
namely that our Richard! Platt was the man of that name 
who was baptised at Aldenham, co. Hertford, 8 Dec. 1594, 
and married there on 12 Nov. 1620, to Mary Grover, and 
had four children baptised at Aldenham: (1) Richard, 
bap. 29 Feb. 1620/1; (2) another Richard, bap. 22 Sept. 
1622; (3) Thomas, bap. 23 Jan. 1624/5; and (4) Mary, 
bap. 4 July 1630. The printed Parish Registers of Al- 
denham, Hertfordshire, 1559-109), edited by William 
Brigg, St. Albans, 1902, contains the foregoing records 
as well as baptisms, marriages and burials of many oth- 
er Platts. There appears to be no further reference to 
Richard and Mary (Grover) Platt and their children at 
Aldenham, however, and one concludes that they moved to 
another parish. Perhaps the following item relates to 
Richard Platt, formerly of Aldenham, since that place 
is close to Rickmansworth: Hertford County Records: 
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arter Sessions Minute Book, vol. 2, under date of 8 
Jan. 13 Charles I (103/-5), it is noted that "William 
Hedger of Rickmansworth, yeoman, assaulted Richard 
Platt there." 

Aldenham was the home of a numerous tribe of Platts, 
some of whon went to London and made fortunes in the 
capital. These are best discussed by Emilie L. Platt 
in George Wood Platt and his Descendants (1943), p. 7. 
Here are cited some investigations of the Aldenham fam- 
ily of Platts made by the late Reginald M. Glencross 
for Mr. Alrick H. Man in 1924-5. Mr. Glencross traced 
the Platts of Aldenham back to two brothers, Hugh and 
Robert, born about 1500. Richard Platt (son of Robert 
according to Mr. Glencross, but son of Hugh according 
to other authorities), born about 1524, settled in Lon- 
don and became a citizen and brewer, and later alderman 
and sheriff of London. He died in London between 21 
Nov. 1600 (the date of his will) and 8 Dec. 1600 (the 
date of probate, P.C.C., 79 Wallop) and in his will be- 
queathed £5 to the poor of Aldenham and founded a free 
school there. Richard the brewer and alderman acquired 
arms and his descendants became gentry and received 
knighthoods, and eventually settled at Godalming, co. 
Surrey (see also, pict tonary of National Biogr and 
Manning and Bray, History of Surrey, Vole ly pp. 007- 
609). It was only natural that some American descend- 
ants of Richard! Platt of Milford should try to trace 
his origin to the knightly Platts of London, and such 
a descent is indeed alleged in George Norbury Mackenzie, 
Colonial Families of the United States, vol. 3 (1912), 
p- 400, lineage of Isaac Hull Platt, M.D., of Walling- 
ford, Delaware Co., Pa. The statement is here made 
that the [non-existent] Joseph, father of Richard Platt 
who was "bap. at Bovingdon on 28th Sept. 1603" was a 
member of the Platt family of London, and that this was 
so because of a "persistent tradition." 

On the other hand, Emilie L. Platt, in George Wood 
Platt, quotes Mr. Glencross as saying that he was un- 
able to find aay roof that would attach Richard! Platt, 
the Milford settler, to the Platts of Aldenham and Lon- 
don.

POSTSCRIPT: The above is the final regular instal- 
ment of Spencer data. The project was conceived seven 
years ago, for it was in the summer of 1947 that Mr. 
Jacobus enlisted the aid of Mr. Clarence A. Torrey and 
of the late Mr. Homer W. Brainard. The original plan 
was to publish a resumé of the English ancestry and to 
attempt to trace the American genealogy completely for 
four generations, to the great-grandchildren of "the 
four Spencer brothers." Some progress was made that 
autumn and during 1948, and on some branches Mr. Jaco- 
bus did considerable research in Connecticut records. 
This was halted that autumn by the beginning of the 
long last illness of his aged mother, which deprived 
him of leisure and of the ability to donate time to the 
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undertaking. 

However, it seemed a pity to leave unpublished the 
large amount of data already collected, and no terrific 
amount of additional research was needed to complete 
the data through the fourth generation. So in July 
1950 (Vol. 26, p. 158) an appeal for assistance was 
made. This had unexpected results. Aid was forthcom- 
ing from Mrs. William C. Clark, from Mrs. R. H. Van 
Zwalenburg, and to a lesser extent from a number of the 
other descendants. Some of this aid was financial and 
has been acknowledged; much of it was additional data 
from a large number of sources. It was found that Mrs. 
Clark had independently collected a tremendous amount 
of Spencer material, and that her research was continu- 
ing. A great deal received from her and from others 
related to the fifth and sixth generations. ‘the late 
Mr. W. Herbert Wood made a point of picking up Spencer 
information in various places where he happened to be 
working on records, his most valuable contribution be- 
ing the pension records of all Spencers for New York 
State service in the Revolution. 

Again, it seemed a pity to let all this effort and 
the accumulated material go to waste, and Mr. Jacobus 
was overpersuaded to extend the genealogy to cover the 
sixth American generation. Publication was started in 
the April 1951 issue. Despite some incompleteness, 
chiefly in the sixth generation, and a few errors, the 
published instalments make a fine beginning for a Spen- 
cer genealogy. The work was done while Mr. Jacobus was 
still under very heavy pressure; and full collaboration 
with Mrs. Clark was impossible because of lack of time, 
the unprepared state of his own notes, and the keeping 
of the magazine schedule. 

In consequence, a large amount of additional data 
has been received from Mrs. Clark, and some from oth- 
ers; and she has still more, some of it on the seventh 
generation. More will doubtless come in over the next 
few months or year or two. It is doubtful whether it 
would be fair to subscribers not interested in the 
Spencer family to give further space to it; and life 
being uncertain, it cannot even be promised that the 
magazine will continue publication long enough to in- 
clude all the added data. We should like to suggest 
that a family association should be formed; that well- 
to-do members contribute funds for a small genealogy; 
and that Mrs. Clark be retained (if she can be persuad- 
ed) to compile it. With what we have published as a 
beginning, it will be much simpler to make the additi- 
ons and corrections in their proper place for book pub- 
lication, than to print them in the magazine with the 
numerous references to volume and page: and Mrs. Clark 
has a great deal on the Rhode Island Spencers besides! 
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The Rood-Rude Record. Compiled by Robert Rood Buell, 
R.F.D. 1, Prairie du Sac, Wisconsin. Vol. I, No. l 
(Nov. 1953); No. 2 (Spring 1954), pp. 27, 24, from 
typescript. 

Not a formal, complete genealogy, the compiler takes 
this means of preserving such data on the Rood family 
as he can collect or may be contributed by other des- 
cendants. Certain branches that have been traced are 
given in great detail. It is a fine way to ensure the 
preservation of data already in hand, to arouse inter- 
est, and to serve (we may hope) as a feeder to a full 
family history in the future. We understand that No. l 
is already out of print. 


The Guinness Family. Compiled by Henry Seymour 
Guinness and Brian Guinness, arranged by M. Galwey. 
Cloth, 2 vols. lLund Humphries & Co. Ltd, 12 Bedford 
Square, London, 1953. 

The two volumes, of 50 and 32 pages respectively, 
both indexed, give virtually the same information in 
narrative form and in chart form. Descendants in the 
male line are given of Richard Guinness (b. ca. 1690) 
of Celbridge, co. Kildare, Ireland, and of his brother 
William, Richard being the father of Arthur Guinness 
(1725-1803) who founded the Guinness Brewery in 1759. 
The family is now spread about the world, with branches 
in New Zealand and elsewhere; it holds an earldom, a 
barony and a baronetcy; it boasts several members of 
distinction; and it has intermarvied widely with the 
older aristocracy of Great Britain and Ireland as well 
as with the Prussian Hohenzollerns. 

The volumes are well printed and contain much data 
not found in the peerages where the accounts have to be 
limited to contingent heirs to specific titles and 
their immediate families. We regret only that the chil- 
dren of Guinness daughters could not have been given, 
at least in the narrative volume.
